1. Some linguists argue that Galician, spoken in Galicia, is merely a dialect of Portuguese rather than an 
independent language; this would make northwestern Spain a part of the Portuguese-speaking world. 

2. Macau is not a sovereign nation. It is one of the two semi-autonomous Special Administrative Regions of the 
People's Republic of China (the other being Anglophone Hong Kong, a former British colony). 

3. Equatorial Guinea adopted Portuguese as one of its official languages in 2007, being admitted to CPLP in 2014. 
The use of the Portuguese language in this country is limited. However, a Portuguese-based creole language, 
Annobonese Creole, is used, mainly on the islands of Annobon and Bioko. 

The combined population of the entire Lusophone area was estimated at 279 million in July 2017. This 
number does not include the Lusophone diaspora, estimated at approximately 10 million people (including 
4.5 million Portuguese, 3 million Brazilians, and half a million Cape Verdeans, among others), although it is 
hard to obtain official accurate numbers of diasporic Portuguese speakers because a significant portion of 
these citizens are naturalized citizens born outside of Lusophone territory or are children of immigrants, and 
may have only a basic command of the language. Additionally, a large part of the diaspora is a part of the 



























already-counted population of the Portuguese-speaking countries and territories, such as the high number of 
Brazilian and PALOP emigrant citizens in Portugal or the high number of Portuguese emigrant citizens in 
the PALOP and Brazil. 
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
